FORMER HURT IN A RUNAWAY 


Baker May be Internally Injured by 


Horse Knocking Him Down 


and Trampling Him 


William E. Havens, age sixty-two 
years, 
retired hardware merchant 
and 
well known Rushville citizen, 
died this morning at eight o’clock, 
according to a message relatives re­ 
ceived. 


Mr. 
Havens 
was 
stricken with 
apoplexy last Sunday night while in 
Buffalo on an automobile tour with 
his wife and Dr. and Mrs. J. C. Sex­ 
ton. 
The first word received yester­ 
day 
that 
his immediate condition 
was improved aroused the hopes of 
relatives 
and 
the 
wide 
circle of 
friends, 
hut a later telegram inti 
mated that his death was expected 
any time. 
Mr. Havens had not been in good 
health 
for several months. 
Last 
winter 
he was stricken blind, but 
later recovered. 
Acute indigestion 
was then thought to be the malady 
affecting him, but later he was found 
to be suffering with gall stones and 
an operation was performed by Dr. 
Sexton. 
He apparently was 
much 
improved after the operation. 
The body will arrive here tomor­ 
row morning at 11 :40 over 
the C 
I. & W. and will be met by the Elks 
lodge. 
The funeral will be held F ri­ 
day or Saturday. 
The death of Mr. Havens removes 
one of the city’s widely known busi­ 
ness men, although he had not been 
actively engaged for the past four 
or five years. 
In the business world 
he was probably best known through 
his connection with 
the 
hardware 
firm of Havens and Riggs. 
This firm 


110 longer* exists but Mr. Havens and 
Mr. Riggs always maintained a close 
association even after retiring. 
The 
hardware 
store 
formerly 
owned by Havens and 
Riggs 
was 
established in 1872 by John B. Ken­ 
nedy and was purchased by Mr. H a­ 
vens and Mr. Riggs in 
1888. 
For 
sixteen years prior to forming the 
partnership with his brother-in-law, 
A. L. Riggs, Mr. Havens clerked 
at 
the Kennedy store. 
v 
William E. Havens was 
born 
in 
this city June 20, 1854 and received 
his education in the schools of 
the 
city. 
For a time he clerked for the 
dry goods firm of Havens and Bo- 
dine and later for the Mauzy Com­ 
pany. 
He was later admitted to a 
partnership in the lumber 
business 
with his father, the late William H a­ 
vens under the firm of Havens and 
Son. 
Mr. Havens was a Republican in 
politics and while lie always took an 
active interest, never aspired to of­ 
fice but once. 
This 
was 
in 1883 
when he was elected city treasurer 
He was the first treasurer the 
city 
had. 
On December 8y 1880, he was 
married to Miss Emma Merrill 
of 
Connersville. 
The widow and two 
sisters, Mrs. John P. Frazee and 
Mrs. A. L. Riggs, survive. 
He was a member of the Knights 
of Pythias, 
Red 
Men 
and 
Elks 
lodges and was one of the founder 
of the Social club. 
He was presi­ 
dent of the Peoples 
Natural 
Gas 
Company and a director of the Rush 
County National Bank, and also fin­ 
ancially interested in the Rushville 
furniture 
factory. 
Mr 
Havens 
was of a jovial disposition and was 
not only widely known in this city 
and county but in the surrounding 
cities. 


Two accidents, both of a serious 
nature occurred late Tuesday even­ 
ing northeast of the city. 
A1 Huber 
eta ployed by Thomas Ertle, sustain­ 
ed a broken left leg and was severe­ 
ly bruised in a runaway, and Rus­ 


sell Baker, living 
near 
Falmouth, 
was perhaps injured internally when 
a horse he was leading knocked him 
down and stepped on him. 


Huber was engaged in hauling 
a 
load of lumber from this city to the 
Ertle home 
and 
when 
near 
the 
Thomas Humes corner the team ran 
off. 
A keg of nails upset and Huber 
turned around to right the keg. 
In 
doing 
this 
the 
horses 
suddenly 
lunged forward and be lost control 
of them. 


The team took the heavy load of 
lumber down the 
road 
at a lively 
gait for over one-half mile and the 
riding became so rough that Haber 
lost his balance and fell. 
His left 
leg was fractured in the fall and lie 
was badly bruised. 
For 
a time it 
was thought he was 
fatally 
hurt. 
Huber suffered great pain and it was 
well past four o’clock this morning 
before he was able to sleep. 


An 
examination 
this 
morning 
showed that Huber was not hurt in­ 
ternally and 
the 
attending 
physi­ 
cians state that he will recover un­ 
less unforseen 
complications arise. 
The 
accident 
attracted 
the 
a t­ 
tention of 
several 
motorists 
from 
here who 
happened to be 
passing 
at about 
that 
time. Huber 
was 
removed 
to a nearby farm 
house 
where he 
received 
treatment. 
He 
was removed to the Ertle home later 
in the evening. 
Russell Baker, the other accident 
victim, was injured in a rather pe­ 
culiar manner. 
He was 
leading 
horse that 
at all 
previous 
times 
had appeared gentle. 
Suddenly and 
without wTarning 
the horse plunged 
towards Baker. 
Baker was knock 
ed down 
and stepped on. 
He was 
somewhat better this morning. 
One 
of the' horse’s hoofs landed on B a­ 
ker’s groin and this injury is con­ 
sidered serious. 
It is not yet known 
whether he is injured internally.

distant.

Frank 
Rhodes, -and Jesse Hilbert, motor- 
man, both of Tipton. 
A singular phase of the accident 
was that -both shoes 
were 
stripped 
from the feetof Mrs. Mock. 
E. A. Mock, who is a widower, is 
survived by three daughters and two 
sons. 
Mock 
was 
bom 
Nov. 10, 
1870. 
After practicing law he was 
in 1900 elected prosecutor for the 
judicial -circuit composed of Howard 
and Tipton 
counties.

was elected joint senator from H am ­

two terms.

Three Days Fighting. 


The case against Roy Bever al­ 
leged to have broken the muffler cut­ 
out ordinance, was scheduled to go 
to the jury this afternoon at four 
o’clock.

Bever had three 
witnesses 
including 
himself.

three 
testified that the muffler was 
closed. 
Woodford Cassady testified 
that he closed 
the muffler near the 
corporation line on the south. 
Before the work of securing 
a 
jury started the usual preliminaries 
were gone through similar to those 
in the Caldwell case yesterday. First 
the defendant asked for a change of , 
venue, then 
filed a demurrer to the 
complaint and finally filed an ans­ 
wer. 
Mayor Bebout 
denied the motion 
for a change of venue and in doing 
so stated that while the proceeding 
might not be legal he believed it for 
the best as the practice of taking 
eases away from 
him 
had become 
general and in a way a joke. 
The 
mayor stated that he was elected by 
the people of the city to watch a f­ 
ter their interestt and this he was 
do ng to the best of his ability. P e r­ 
sonally he said he had no prejudice 
against the defendant, and believed 
that 
in 
ease of this kind the tax 
payers should be saved the expense 
of a special judge. 
The mayor next overruled the de­ 
murrer 
after 
a lengthy argument 
between John A. Titsworth, attorney 
for Bever and George W. Young ap­ 
pearing for the city. 
The defense 
maintained that the eitv ordinance 
was 
void4 because of the language. 
The 
ordinance provides it shall be 
unlawful for a “muffler cut-out to be 
open 
or in operation”. 
Under this 
language 
the 
defense maintained 
that the ordinance was invalid be­ 
cause it makes it unlawful to oper­ 
ate any machine whether the muffler 
be open or closed. 
The big attack 
on the affidavit was directed through 
the state law, is being maintained 
th at 
the law of 1913 provides that 
cities shall not pass any measures 
regulating 
motor traffic. 
The city 
ordinance was held by the 
defense 
to be in conflict with the state law.

ton. The first word received yester-

was improved aroused the hopes of 
relatives and 
the wide circle of 


friends, 
but a later telegram inti- 


mated that his death was expected 
any time. 


Mr. Havens had not been in good 


health 
for several months. Last 


winter 
he was stricken blind, but 


later recovered. 
Acute indigestion 


was then thought to be the malady 
affecting him, but later he was found 
to be suffering with gall stones and 
an operation was performed by 'Dr. 
Sexton. 
He apparently was 
much 


improved after the operation. 


The body will arrive here tomor- 


row morning at 11:40 over the C.' 
I. & W. and will be met by the Elks 
lodge. The funeral will be held Fri- 
day or Saturday. 


The death of Mr. Havens removes 


one of the city's widely known busi- 
ness men, although he had not 'been 
actively engaged for the past four 
or five years. In the business world 
he was probably best known through 
his connection with the hardware 
firm of Havens and Riggs. This firm 
no longer1 exists Jiut Mr. Havens and 
Mr. Riggs always maintained a close 
associsvcion even after retiring.

the Kennedy store.

William E. Havens was born in 


this city June 20, 1854 and received 
his education in the schools of the 
city. For a time he clerked for the 
dry goods firm of Havens and Bo- 
dine and later for the Mauzy Com- 
pany. He was later admitted to a 
partnership in the lumber business 
with his father, the late William Ha- 
vens under the firm of Havens and 
Son. 


Mr. Havens was a Republican in 


politics and while lie always took an 
active interest, never aspired to of- 
fice but once. This was in 188J 
when he was elected city treasurer.
